Needless to
add that he anjoyed the gratitude and
tlie affectionate regard of @11 the mem-
bers of the llouse- of Hapsburg, espe-
cially of Emperor Francls Jaoseph.

on his way from Singapore to Bata-
via, and one day, when the weatler
wias perfectly cialm, he left his com-
panlons on deck after UMn or lun-
cheon, announcing that he was golng
to talke o siestn In his eabin. When
the prince fulled to reappear, nmnd o
messaga wag Hent to his eabin, the
latter was found to be empty, The
porthole was open, but o small that
le ‘could not possibly huve wriggled

through it. He had been  seen Lo
enter the cabin, but not to
ledave  it. All the vessel was search-
cd, but no trace of him could be

feund anywhere. XNelther had any one
sgen or heard him jump or fall over-
board, To thls day his fate reninins
inexplicable. The late Barl of Aber-
deen wvanished from ehipboard while
serving ns a sallor before the mast
on a salllng ship bLound from Boston
to Valparalso; and the "brother of the
former Secretary of Siale Loomis met
with much the same fite as Ttonpld
Hamsay while en route 1o Abyssinii,
whither he was bound on o speclal
mission in behalf of the United sStates
government. There ave scores of those

Sir,—Kindly allow me to express my
views In the columns of your paper
upon i plan I see in The Times-Diz-
patch of the 16th to =egrognle con-
sumptives in the wdvanced stages of
the disense In g municipal sanatorium,

The question 15 somewhat vague, as
the article does not say whether this
fegregation is to he optional or obli-
Eantory. hope not obligatory. IU iz
indeed o worthy cause to establish o
soanatorjum for tu lar people, and
especlilly for the Indlgent cladses, and
more cspeclally to tike care of them
Iree of all expenses,

I do not think the meeting that wasa
held

to formulate these plans was
composed of  very philanthrople men
and women, as the paper says, Tho

writer of this letter i= himself o con-
sumiptive, and has been for years, and
he knows whereof e speaks.

It |5 periainly true according to sta-
tisties that no other disease in the
world cuuses more ravishes to the hu-
nran race than does consumption. But
it iz also true that no other disense
ciuses more lingering and sullering
and’ patience than does thls terrible
tuberculosis,  Now, If the duration of
this disease wday as short ag other
contagious dlseases, and was ended np%
quickly as smallpox, It would he very
well to segregate or so exile the In-
cumhbent that there would be no pos-
sille chance of It belng communicated
to any other person.  But why exlle
the poor -unfortunate who has the mis-
fortune to succumb to this disease?
Mis llfe, happiness nnd existence s
much to him as It 18 to any well
belng, When one gets tuberculosis it
fa only & matter of speculatlon as to
the  time of his recoyvery or his ever
being cured at all,
gering (s unknown to the best medical
men, and It may continue (or & num-
ber or years, which it does.

Why segregate these already miser-
able belngs and make thelr llves more
unhappy by putting them behind tha
bars of a tubercular segrogation,
whieh, In my opinion, I8 equivalent to
life Imprisonment or confinement In un
insane asylum.

These plana that, were discussed At
the meeting were only relative to ad-
viankced cases of the disease, but tho
péErticlpunts of Lhis meeting reemed
to lase tracle of the fact thal ag much
tubierculosis can be spread by incipient
cieey Us by advanced ones.
